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NEW POINT OF LAW 
BY SUPREME COURT 


ON 
LIABILITY OF CITIES AND 
TOWNS TO DEBT LIMIT. 


Circuit Court Case of Senator McGll- 
. livray's In Jackson County, Is Re- 


versed by the Higher Tribunal— 
The Decision Is Important to Build- 
ers and Contractors. 


*~A new point of law and one at con- 
siderable Importance to persons deal- 
ing In a financial way with school dis- 
tricts, municipalities or other public 
corporations. Is laid down by the su- 
preme court in its recent decision in 


• the case of Senator J. J.' McGllllvray 
of Blnck River Falls vs. Joint School 
District No. 1 of the towns of Mel- 
rose and Irving, In Jackson county, 
to recover $850 for material furnished 
In the erection of a new school house. 


Levy Held to. Be Void 
It was dccied to spend $4,000 for 


the building and n tax for that amount 
was levied. 
But there was an exist- 


ing Indebtedness of '$2,983.76, which 
was within $594.44 of. the 5 per cent 
limit prescribed by the constitution, 
the assessed value of the property in 
the district being $71,504. 
Suit was 


brought by some of the tax payers 
and the levy was held to be void. 
Senator McGllllvray had a contract 


to furnish all the mill work for the 
building for $850. 
He furnished the 


material and when payment was re- 
fused brought suit. The circuit court 
decided against him, holding his 'con- 
tract void. 
The senator appealed, 


and the supreme court.; took a more 
liberal view of the same, and 
gave 


him judgment for the $594.44 
which 
the district was allowed to spend. 


• • Supreme Court Decision 


The-supreme court In Its decision 


<<f the case, written by Justice-Dodge, 
says In part: 
' "We find the direct 


and -positive prohibitions against In- 
curring the liability for the property 
and labor furnished by appellant, and 
tha't prohibition cannot be evaded by 
the legerdemain of substituting the 
fiction of an Implied contract 
In 


which the prohibited liability may rest 
instead of the valid express 
con- 
tract. . He who deals with the offic- 
ers of public corporations must take 
notice of the limits placed by law 
upon' the powers of those agents of 
the tax payers. 
If he becomes party 


however innocently, to 'an 
attempt 
to Impose 
on the latter forbidden 


burdens, he must expect to fall. 


Much Graver 'Question.

appelant's brief, forces Itself upon 
our consideration. ' That Is whether 
the district, having the power to In- 
cur liability to the extent of $594.44, 
may not b'e.helcT.to have, done so by 
a promise" 'to 'pay a "larger, amount, 
when as here the contractor the ether 
party has been fully. executed • • and 
the district' has obtained something 
that If nad authority to purchase.

'.'N<j-ruie is better, settled than .that 
in ther,revlslbn of., governmental acts 
claimed to exceed the limits Imposed 
t'pon such governing bodies-by the 
fiindamcntal laws under which they 
exist, the.courts will uniformly strive 
to'tRlve"effect to such acts so far as 
Is possible without* disobeying ''the 
lostrlctions so Imposed, and will hold 
nets valid 'up to. such limit, notwlth- 
fctandlng some "excess "beyond consti- 
tutional restrictions,'If the latter can 
fee separated and can bo denied effic- 
acy without defeating the clear and 
obvious purpose of the whole 
act. 


Under this general rule It has been 
held that acts of'municipal or public 
corporations In incurring- Indebted- 
ness or in Issuing bonds In excess 
of a limit prescribed by the constitu- 
tion or by law..might be given effeqt 
up to tho limit so prescribed, In. a 
multitude of cases presenting various 
phases and. llustratlons."
